The Jury Having a Hard Wrestle

The evidence was practically all in the 
day before, but some witnesses as to 
character were introduced yesterday 
morning, who swore that Hugh Boyd 
was a quarrelsome and dangero 
man, particularly when drinking. oT. 
W. Lyons, the witness whom Camp- 
bein accused of trying to get him to 
swear falsely in a case in which Lyons 
was a defendant, sat by the District 
Attorney, inside the railing, and took 
great interest in the trial. The argu 
ments in the case occupied all th the 
afternoon, and, after quite lengthy in- 
structions by the Court, the case was 
given to the jury, who retired for con- 


sultation at 5  o’clock. There 
was a large crowd of spectators 
in the courtroom during the day, and 


they seemed to be generally of the 
opinion that Campbell would not be 
found guilty of murder.

At that time 
as near as could be learned, they stood 
11 for conviction of murder and one 
for acquittal.

OUR SENATORIAL VISITORS. 
We referred a few days ago to the 


| objects of the visit of the special com- 


mittee of the United States Senate on 


‘gs | Pacific Railroads, which was then in 


San Francisco, and is now in Southern 
California. Briefly recapitulated, the 
objects are to ascertain whether it is 
true that the Central and Union Pacific 
railroads are unabie to pay their in- 
debtedness to the Government, and if 
so why not. The debt, which is in- 
creasing at the rate of almost $1,000,000 
a year, amounts now to nearly $100,- 
000,000. The Government was very 
liberal indeed to the men who built the 
road from Omaha to Sacramento, and 
has only a second mortgage to show 
for it, worth practically nothing. The 
committee will consider some plan by 
which the indebtedness can be gradu- 
ally wiped out, as it is very evident 
that the money will nevér be repaid 
under the present system. Among 
other suggestions is that which was 
made by Mr. Teller, who recommended 


extension of time, and the payment of 
fixed amounts required at stated 
periods. 

The Senators now visiting this sec- 
tion are, besides Senators Stanford and 
Hearst, Senators Turpie of Indiana, 
Dawes of Massachusetts.

dential elector for Alabama in 1876, 
was elected to the United States Sen- 
ate in that year, and reélected in 1882 
and 1888. 

Senator O. H. Platt practiced law, 
was Clerk of the State Senate of Con- 
necticut in 1855 and 1856, Secretary 
of State of Connecticut in 1857, mem- 
ber of State Senate in 1861 and 1862, 
member of the State House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1864 and 1869, serving 
the last yéur as Speaker; was elected 
to the United States Senate in 1878 
and reélected. 

Senator C. K. Davis, after serving in 
the war, settled in St. Paul, Minn., 
was a member of the Legislature, 
United States District Attorney, and 
subsequently Governor of the State.

Senator David Turpie is a native of 


Ohio, and practiced law in Indiana..

STEAM VESSELS. 


Annual Report of the Supervising 
Inspector. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The annual report of the 
Supervising Inspector of Steam Vessels. 
shows that during 15 years past the number 
of steam vessels in the United States has 
increased from 3885 in 1874 to 6725 in 1889, 
and the gain in licensed officers in the same 
period is from 14,571 to 31,622. During the 


past fiscal year there were 32 accidentsto 


steam vessels, resulting in the loss of 301 
lives, of whom 92 were passengers and 209 
employés. 

Gen. Dumont calls attention to the great 
inequalities of salaries paid to officers, and 
says the law should be remedied either by 
paying all salaries alike or in proportion to 
the number of steamers inspected, He re- 
news his previous recommendations fora 
change in the manner of appointing local 
inspectors as now provided by law, and says 
if the matter is not soon remedied by proper 
legislation the public interest will sooner or 
later be seriously jeopardized. He would 
have the nominations of inspectors made by 
the Supervising Inspector alone, and the 
latter would then be solely responsible if 
unsuitable appointments were made. 

Calling attention to the class of vessels 
using naphtha gas as motive power, and the 
appalling accidents which have befallen 
some of them, he recommends that ail ves- 
sels using such or other dangerous motors 
be brought within the provisions of the law 
governing steam vessels.

KENTUCKY OLANS. 


Further Accounts of the Recent 
Sanguinary Affray. 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.), Oct. 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A special this morning 
gives a corrected statement of the killed 
and wounded in the factional fight near 
Harlan Courthouse yesterday. Two hours 
before daylight the law and order party, 
hitherto styled the Turner faction of Har- 
lan county, 50 men in all, armed with Win- 
chester rifles and revolvers, under the lead- 
ership of County Judge Lewis, left tne 
courthouse and made an assault on the 
Howard forces, in camp near E. M. How- 
ard's house, a mile from town. 

The engagement was short, sharp and 
terrific. Not one of the 8 rty 
was hurt. One of Howard’s side, ard, 
is dead. lie was instantly killed. Six 
others are wounded. 2 “wounded 
are Bird Spurlock and bert Napier, 
whose injuries are mortal. Ben Mitchell 
and George Cole were shot in the legs. 
Thomas Howard has a flesh wound in the 
thigh. Jim Spurlock hada close call. A 
bullet grazed his temple, tearing away a 
handful of hair and a few inches of skin, 
but not fracturing the skull. Will Jennings 
was shot through the hand. It 
ported that Wilson Howard was mortally 
wounded, but advices later are that he es- 
caped unhurt. The Howard gang is badly 
demoralized. On Tuesday night they 
changed camp to a point about three miles 
ouse.

Club life in Pasadena has not vet 
developed into any organization that 
resembles the California of Los Ange- 
les or other metropolitan societies, 
though an attempt. was made some 
months since in the Union Olub, in 
which the men prominent in business, 
society and politics were interested. 
This movement, which was handi- 
capped by financial depression, would 
undoubtedly have been a good thing 
for the city; but at present it is doubt- 
ful if such an organization could be 
supported, especially as the California 
Club has on its rolls many Pasadena 
club men. Club life here partakes of 
a social nature, and is often the result 
of the natural dividing up of the com- 
munity into organizations for pléasure. 
The nearest approach to the metropol- 
itan club is the Pickwick; that is thor- 
oughly representative, including in its 
membership many prominent citizens.

ickens, Jr., was so entertained, and 
our citizens had the pleasure of meet- 
ing him through the courtesy of the 
club, while Tom Nast and other well- 
known people have been honored guests 
during past seasons. The president of 
the club is Mr. W. U. Masters, whose 
popularity and good management have 
been of material aid in placing the 
club where it is. The entertainments

The Valley Hunt Club probably 
stands next in point of size, having 
about seventy-five active members and 
several honorary ones. The Pickwick 
may be called a social indoor club, 
while the Valley Hunt is a social out- 
door one, mony members belonging to 
each.

His Connection with the Troubles 
at the Pacific Branch. 

From Home Bulletin, Hampton, Va.,

In thé last issue of the Los Angeles 
(Cal.) Times we find a scathing article 
giving a description of those taking an 
active part in the disgraceful proceed- 
ings which have brought the Pacific 
Branch of the National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers so promi- 
nently before the public. Among 
them we find “Chaplain’’ Milliard 
figuring quite conspicuously, as fol- 
ows: 


“The chaplain, Milliard, who figures 
largely in the complaints, has been expelled 
from the G. A. RK. fordishonesty.”’ 

His “Reverence” has been quite a 
rounder in the Soldiers’ Home circles, 
as his record will show: “Corydon 
Milliard, clergyman, chaplain in the 
Fourth Uni States Colored Heavy 
Artillery, admitted to the Central 
Branch of the National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers, August 27, 
1870; transferred to Eastern Branch, 
July 22, 1878; transferred to 


E. Southern Branch, October 11, 1874, 


where was dropped from the 
roster November 26, 1874. His 
„% Reverence seems to bave tired of

This letter having shown to cer- 
tain church people, ‘Bis “Reverence”’ 


received the cold shoulder and confined 
himself, in religious“ matters, to the 
colored folks outside. The temperance 
people soon discovered his true charac- 
ter and gave him the. d bounce.”’ 
In the early part of tember, 1887, 
his“ Reverence“ took a furlough to go 
to California, as he said, for the benefit 
of his health. He got as far as Chicago 
when he discovered that the vigor ot 
his manhood had become so far restored 
that it demanded that he should ‘‘take 
unto himself a wife;“ so he advertised 
in the daily papers forahelpmate. It 
was not long before he received an au- 
swer from a widow residing at Rock- 
ford, Winnebago county, III. His Rev- 
erence’”’ wasn’t slow in making up his 
mind what to do. He put on his best 
bib and tucker” and hied himself to 
ord. There he met the charming 
widow; he breathed words of sweet love 
into her ear; he prayed and sung Psalms 
until her edification of him was thor- 
ough and complete; then he told her 
how he was chaplain at the Soldiers’ 
Home in Virginia; how many acres of 
land he owned—life was too short to 
count them. To cut the matter short, 
they were to be married the following 
October. Everything was lovely and 
his Reverence's“ goose hung high. 
But alas! there's many a slip 'twixt 
cup and lip.“ While his Reverence“ 
was getting bis work in, her children 
were not slow in their silent yet effect- 
ive movements. They called in the 
aid of the police authorities, who com- 
municated with the home authorities. 
His Reverence's“ true character ob- 
tained, the widow was saved and his 
**Reverence” returned to the home 
with a police escort. Even thig did 
not break bim down. He started up in 
the pension-claim business, and had 
many clients among the colored people. 
Finally he took a furlough, winding up 
at the Pacific Branch, subsequently 
being transferred as above stated.

He and his brother Crispinian were 
natives of Rome, and having become 
converts to Christianity, traveled 
northward into France to propogate 
the faith: They fixed their residence 
at Scissons, where they preached to 
the people during the day, and at night 
earned their subsistence by the mak- 
ing ofshoes. They furnished the 

with shoes at a very low price, and the 
legend relates that an angel supplied 
them with leather. In the persecution 
under the Emperor Maximian, they 


suffered martyrdom in the year 287. 
From time immemorial, spin and 
Crispinian have been regarded as the 


patron saints of shoemakers, who used 
to observe, and still in many places 
celebrate, the day with great festivity 
and rejoicings. One special ceremony 
was a grand procession of the brethren 
of the craft, with banners and music, 
whilst various characters representing 
King Crispin and his court were sus- 
tained by different,members. 

GEOFFREY CHAUCER, the earliest 
and one of the greatest of English 
poets, was born in London in 1340, and 
died October 25, 1400. The date and 
place of his birth are disputed ques- 
tions. It is well known, however, that 
Chaucer gained at the court of Edward 
III. substantial recognition, bolding a
